Mr  Edward 
DavLson,  poet  and  essayist,  pointed 
out  in  an  address  before  the  Mont- 
real Woman'a  Oangdlftn  Ghib  re- 
cently. 

Oenerally  speaking,  there  are  two 
attitudes  taken  towards  poetrv  he 
said  Some  people  regard  i)oetr,- 
-ciiM"  suspicion,  a..  .som.'ihiHK 
beyond  the  pale  of  luiman  under- 
standing, and  the  poets  as  imprac- 
tical souls,  inevitably  tall  and  thin 
regarding  the  atan  or  the  iii\ 
clasped  gently  in'  one  hand.  Mo  t 
people  disregard  or  are  Ignornr^t  o! 
the  tact  thai  pix'ts  .im'  i].di\ idual.^ 
similar  to  all  others.  A  great  many 
poets  are  renowned  for  athletic 
prowess,  military  success  and  p<^tl- 
cal  haportaaoa. 

On  the  other  hand  Mu'c  rk 
those  ptT-on.s  who  read  a\idly  .nil 
t!:r  '.a',-''  td;!ioii.s  of  poetry  a^d 
wiUi  smug  satisfaction  in  intellectual 
accomplishment,  revel  in  their  pow- 
ers of  appreciation.  These  pet^ie. 
with  exaggeratod  eoatacy,  have  de- 
veloped poetry  Into  a  cult  aimilar  to 
making  samplers,  he  said. 

The  orritn.iry  mrui  and  woman  re- 
mains in  a  .shulitly  pii'.zled  altitude 
They  are  unawa-e  of  the  fact  thai 
the  poets  are  people  with  a  certau- 
attitude  toward  life  and  a  back 
ground  of  much  eneilsnce.  Tiic 
primary  lataraat  of  Ittanry  men.  he 
said.  Is  not  literature  hut  life.  All 
the  great  pcets  have  been  nien  of 
affairs,  prominent  in'th*  actions  of 
their  rily  and  country.  The  ordin- 
ary person  will  attempt  to  read  an 
authology  of  modem  verse  crowded 
With  poor  names  and  a  few  good 
ones.  Finding  that  five  out  of  six 
poeau  are  poor,  they  condemn  poetry 
as  a  result.

have  provided  for  them. 

The  outpost  hospital  at  Pouce 
(  i  ipe.  which  has  for  the  last  nine 
years  l>epn  ,supix)rted  by  the  Alberta 
ltd  Cross  Socieiy.  ha.s  at  the  re- 
(|iif  st  of  the  Alljeita  division,  which 
finds  it.':n!f  unahle  to  carry  on  this 
work  in  this  province,  been  takr-n 
over  by  the  British  Columbia  divi- 
sion. The  hospital  Is  operated  by 
one  doctor  and  three'nurses.  and  In 
1139  admitted  Ml  oasss  and  sixty- 
two  out-patients.  This  outpost  hos- 
pital Is  now  supported  chiefly  by  the 
people  of  the  district,  and  will  re- 
(juire  only  about  $2,000  a  year  from 
ihe  Rnfish  Columbia  division.

ana.  Peace  River  This  will  take 
care  of  any  accidents  and  .sickne.sses 
north  of  the  Peace  River.  Such 
cases  hitherto  have  had  to  travel 
sixty  or  one  hundred  miles  to  Police 
ooupe  over  roads  which,  at  some 
seasons  of  the  year,  are  almost  Im- 
I  pas.<;able.  The  district  has  a  present 
I  population  of  2,500  people,  and  new 
settler,s  are  entering  every  day  Al-

Donizetti 
Kit  the  city  ti.r  I'aris  in  the 
htench  capital,  he  iiad  learned, 
there  resMsd  no  censors  who  legally 
constituted  themstfvos  as  a  vsdal 
board  te  harass  authois,  dramatists 
or  composers  It  w»a  his  mtention 
to  prodiK-e  there  his  recently 
written  opera  The  gay  Kien.  ;,  n'v 
al.so  knew  Dor.  ./etti  a.-,  tnc  biU- 
liant    y(;uii  m    i  "ni;)osei  of 

"The  Bride  ol  Laaunernioor. '  And 
so  when  Donlssttl  arrived  in  Paris 
he  found  that  his  rspuCatkm  had 
already  preceded  him. 

A  .survey  of  the  current  musical 
attractions  revealed  that  the  light, 
frothsome  operas  were  in  the  ma- 
jority. The  offerings  were  hand- 
somely psitronlsed  by  the  Parisians 
Whan  the  ruling  powers  of  the 
Opera-Oosalque,  the  one  institution 
dedicated  to  light  operas,  discovered 
that  Donlsettl  was  In  their  midst 
they  solicited  him  for  a  contribu- 
tion. Donizetti  wavered,  for  he  had 
come  intent  upon  the  <oiiilnuation 
of  serious  and  stately  opeia>,  hut 
filially  consented  to  compo.e  on 
which  would  meet  with  the  re- 
quiremeaU  of  the  (^(m-Comlque. 
As  a  result  he  was  thrown  In  con- 
tact with  two  librettists  who  sgreed 
to  collaborate  with  him. 

Por  a  theme  the  Italian  composer 
suggested  a  military  comedy  drawn 
from  his  own  experiences  in  the 
army  while  a  mere  youth  The 
two  Frenchmen  fell  In  with  this 
plan,  and  eventually  sketched  a 
story,  "The  Daughter  of  the  Regi- 
ment." against  the  Tyrolean  back- 
ground In  the  3rear  1815  when  the 
French  occupied  Tyrol.  The  story 
it  .elf  wa.s  improbable,  innocu  lU.-  ii,  1 
innocent,  but  Donizetti'.s  sparkliiik; 
music  made  'The  Daughter  of  the 
Regiment"  gleam  like  a  lodestar. 
The  entire  score  abounds  with  a  gay 
assortment  of  musical  gems.  This 
was  easily  recognisable  on  the  first 
night  when  the  opera  was  presented 
in  Paris  at  the  Opera-Comlque,  on 
February  11.  1840.  The  heroine  w.t.n 
destined  to  become  the  star  part 
of  almost  every  famous  operatic

Apfetotaieni  ef  New  Direetor  ef 
NMal  CoaMmetton  AnaaaMai 
by  Admiralty 

Tt  was  recently  announced  by  the 
H  >  ,!  Admiralty  that  .Sir  William 
iJerry.  K'  n,  on  reaching  the  age 
limit  w  I.,  1  retire  from  ihe  post  of 
director  of  naval  construction,  an 
office  which  ha  has  held  for  the 
past  sa?aa  years,  to  be  succaedad 
by  Mr.  A.  W.  Johns,  OA..  C3.I., 
his  deputy. 

Although  the  title,  director  of 
naval  c(»n.st ruction.  Ls  of  compara- 
tive recent,  inlioductlon.  having  been 
first  officially  used  in  April,  1875, 
the  office  and  the  duties  appertain- 
ing to  it  can  be  traced  back  to  the 
reign  of  Henry  VIII. 

That  a.stut«  monarch,  whilst  in- 
creasing the  size  of  hLs  navy,  realized 
that  it  was  becoming  too  ctjm- 
pllcated  and  unwieldy  for  the  ad- 
ministrative !,  a.  liinerv  tH>  had 
lnherit,ed  •  r  h, .  fai  \,<-\ .  w  hu  h 
consisted  of  the  Lord  High  Ad- 
miral, and  one  Admiralty  official, 
t  he  Olerk  of  the  XtaiTs  Ghlps.  whose 
office  dated  from  tha  rdgn  of  Xing 
John. 

Slowly  and  cautiously,  the  King 
Increa-sed  the  administrative  staff, 
appointing  a  navy  treasurer  In 
lil4,  a  comptroller  in  1534.  and  a 
stirveyor  of  ships  and  Rigging  in 
1544.  These  thrsa  officials,  together 
with  the  dark  of  the  ships,  records 
or  acts,  were  termed  the  principal 
officers  of  the  navy  and  formed 
what  was  lated  designated  the  Navy 
Board. 

The  principal  officers  were  lodged 
in  the  city,  near  the  Tower  of  Lon- 
don, and  reodved  their  orders  from 
and  reported  fhalr  proceedings  to 
the  Lord  High  AdnUral.  or  when 
thto  high  office  was  placed  in  charge 
of  a  commission,  as  at  present,  the 
Lord  CommLwloners  of  the  Ad- 
miralty. 

The  Lord  High  Admiral  and  the 
Navy  Board,  as  readers  of  Pepys' 
Diary  will  recall,  met  at  f  raqoant  In- 
tervato  at  tha  Adnlialty  Offlca  in
